NOW Miss Lidia Zamenhof, daughter of the inventor of 


Esperanto, an artificially-created language, comes through 


with still another disillusionment. 


Esperanto was devised in the hope that by creating a lan- 


guage universally understood, the barriers of differing 
tongues would be banished, and universal understanding 
would be promoted. 


But what happens? Both Mussolini and Stalin, Miss 


Zamenhof says, have seized on Esperanto as a medium for 
flooding neighboring countries with military and social 
propaganda.

MAYBE "trickling" would be a better word than "food- 


ing," in view of the small .number of people who know 


Esperanto. But it is a small straw added to the long list of 
evidence that ingenuity is not enough. 


The world's desperate need today is not more tools, but 


more knowledge of how to use wisely the tools it has.

promotion in Spanish Morocco. The 
Riffs were,' as always, in rebellion. 
General Berenguer was organizing na- 
tive troops t ofight them.

troops were also employed. 


Young Franco's decision, proved his 


wisdom. He became 
the 
youngest 


Leutenant, the youngest Captan and 
the youngest General in the recent his- 
tory of the Spanish army. In Morocco 
he took part in numerous engagements, 
one time being seriously wounded by 
a bullet which pcneUnled hir, stomach 
nnd just grazed his lungs. During this 
part of his service, he had charge .of 
Moroccan regulars. Later, when Col- 
onel Millan Astray formed a Spanish 
Foreign Legion, Franco offered his 
services and was appointed to a com 
mand. 


Back then the Legion and the Moroc 


cans were always used by Spain as 
shock troops in quelling native rebel- 
lions. Franco was with them wher 
they recaptured the Melilla zone am 
won the Military Modal for himself. 


In 1932 he became Lieutenant Colo- 


nel and shoril,' afterward Colonel of 
the Foreign Legion. -Under Dictator 
Rivera's orders, directed occupalino of 
the Bay of Alhucemas. Spanish Mo- 
rocco was now pacified. Franco got 
his reward by being made a Brigadier 
General in 192G. 


In view of his future career as a 


rebel leader, his biggest asset was the 
genuine liking and admiration of Mo- 
roccan troops and the Foreign Legion 
had for him. They said they would 
follow him anywhere. Ten years later 
they did.

TOKIO, Japan.—(/P)—A' more concil- 


iatory attitude was apparent In Japan 
J-riday night following Soviet Russia's 
rejection of Japan's protest that Soviol 
troops had violated the Manchouquoan 
frontier July 11. 


The Foreign Office spokesman, de- 


nied to foreign correspondents that 
Japan had threatened force to eject 
Red soldiers who occupied a bit of 
land which Moscow insisted was part 
of Siberia nnd Tokio declared belong- 
ed to Japanese-created Manchoukuo. 
He said such nn expression had not 
been voiced either in Tokio or in Mos- 
cow. 


The Japanese ambassador to Moscow, 


VTamoru Shiegemitsu, was said merely 
to huve proposed to Foreign Commis- 
sar Lilvinoff that the troops be wilh- 
drawn to open the wuy for "a general 
:om promise." 


Tokio newspapers, however, quoted 


in unnamed Foreign Office spokes- 
man as having said that Russia's ac- 
ion "must be interpreted as a chal- 
enge to Japan." He reiterated that 
{ussia must assume responsibility for 
•esulls of the border incident and de- 
clared "Japan is ready and has every 
right to take all necessary steps." He 
was silent on what Japan would do 
next. 


(Japanese Foreign Office spokesmen 


frequently present a situation in dif- 
ferent lights, depending on whether 
they arc talking to Japanese corre- 
spondents for home consumption or 
to foreign correspondents.) 


Russian troops on July ll.occpuied 


the Changkufeng district near where 
Siberia, Japanese Korea and Man- 
choukuo meet. 


Apparently as the result of an offi- 


cial order. Japanese newspaper adopt- 
ed a less inflammatory tone. They had 
reported concentration of Soviet mili- 
tary and naval forces near the danger 
zone and movement of a fresh Soviet 
detachment into the disputed territory.

jFounded Democratic 
Political Party 
.T'HE first seeds of the DemocralU 
* party in the United States were 
sown in the Constitutional con- 
vention of 1787, in the battles be- 
tween those who sought a strongi 
centralized 
federal 
government 


and those who wanted the least 
possible federal government con- 
sistent with national 'security. 


Actually the birth of the Demo- 


cratic party, then called the Re- 
publican, dates to May 13, 1792, 
when Thomas Jefferson wrote to 
Washington claiming the official 
lame for the party of which he 
tod become the recognized head. 
But although the new party was 
fhen an organized and militant 
force in Congress, it was not until 
1800 that it secured control Of the 
government with the triumphant 
election of Jefferson as President 
and the complete rout of the Fed- 
eralists under Alexander Hamil- 
ton. Thereafter, with the exception 
of four years, it remained in 
power until the split over slavery 
in 1860. 


Keynote""of Jefferson's 
theory 


and his party's policy was the 
people. Jefferson wanted direct 
popular control, championed the 
rights of the masses, which he be- 
lieved were capable of governing 
themselves. He aimed at the wid- 
est possible extension of suffrage 
and the fullest measure of per- 
sonal liberty consistent with law 
and order. Finally, he demanded 
conservation of states' rights.
